The Hoffmaii bu ilding, a five story 
ibrick stru ctu re, ou tside of the base­ 
ment, situ ated at the sou thwest cor­ 
ner of Fifth street and Ohio avenu e, 
with a frontage on Ohio avenu e of 
521^ feet and 88 feet on Fifth street, 
was sold today to Prairie Qu een lodge 
No. 25, I. O. O. F.. and will be con­ 
verted into an Odd Fellows’ home. 
The negotiations for the sale have 
been on foot for the past few days, 
and the consideration was priv.ite. 
The bu ilding was sold by H. W. 
iHarris and P E. Hoffman, sr.. tru s­ 
tees for the Missou ri Tru st company, 
to H. B. Shain, B. E. Bu ren and Dr. 
H. L. Barnu m, constitu ting the board 
of tru stees of Prairie Qu een lodge. 
The new o wners will so o n let the 
contract for a thorou gh remodeling of 
the fifth and grou nd floors 
of 
the 
•building . 
The fifth floor will be converted in­ 
to an u p-to-date lodge room, consist­ 
ing of a banqu et hall, reception par­ 
lors, robing room, kitchen, pantry and 
anterooms. 
The corner room of 
the 
crou nd 
floor, now occu pied by office tenants, 
will be converted into a store room, 
which will be rented. 
The second, 
third and fou rth stories will bo u sed 
for office rooms. 
The intention of the Odd Fellows is 
to make the bu ilding the finest lodge 
ball in, this part of the state. 
The Hoffman bu ilding was erected 
by F. E. HoiTman. sr.. in 1892, at an 
approximate cost of $7 0,000, inclu ding 
the site, which extends two feet west 
of the bu ilding line, or 90 feet on 
Fifth street.

abcount for his lawless deeds—much 
sm w might be done. 
The lawless and brutal black man. 
In Ida crime against 
an individual, 
barm to the entire white race, 
but that harm is much loss than that 
which he does to his own. The worst 
"nigger hater*' is less an enemy of 
tho rnce than the negro criminal. 
Negro public 
opinion, 
as directed 
Against 
murderers 
and 
ravishers, 
qu|:ltt to make itself felt in an organ 
ized and systematic way. The whito<? 
of America ought to be made to feel 
tha t the crimes of these bnitcs are 
)loathea by their fellows. Perpetrators 
of negro outrages ought to be hunt­ 
ed down and delivered up by negrece.

Of all the professions, learned and 
unlearned, that 
of 
medicine is at 
once the most conservative and the 
most radical, the most scientific and 
the most speculative, the most mate­ 
rial and the most mysterious. If a 
physician has anything to say to the 
public he commands instant and res 
joctful hearing. He can start more 
ade than the preacher, more argu­ 
ments -than the lawyer, more cogita­ 
tion than the teacher, more excite­ 
ment than the editor, more curiosity 
than anybody. 
Dr. Lindsay, 
of 
Queen’s college, 
Belfast, is the latest eminent medical 
man to offer the world at large the 
full benefit of his experience and ad­ 
vice. 
Dr. Lindsay promulgates the 
doctrine of tlie survival of the fittest 
In its application to the organs of 
the human body. It appears from the 
doctor’s recent 
lecture 
before the 
Royal College of Physicians, as re 
ported by the London correspondent 
of the New York Sun, that “ wisdom 
teeth are a ruined industry," 
and 
that, sensational though the thought 
appears, it seems probable that the 
sense of smell, no longer 
of much 
importance to civilized man, and be­ 
ing* removed from the action of nat 
ural selection, is rudimentary. 
The many yards 
of 
human intes­ 
tines, it has 
been 
suggested, 
are 
simply “ survivals from a herbbivor 
ous progenitor and of no service to a 
mixed feeder like man." 
The lecturer added that 
some au­ 
thorities advocated 
snipping off a 
few feet of man’s tediously long in­ 
testine. 
Like the speeches of m a n y 
pcHticians, it is rambling. 
Involved 
and an interminable time coming to 
the point: it should be cut down. 
The 
human 
jaw, 
Dr. 
Lindsay 
thinks, is getting smaller and smaU- 
er. wiiicli explains why the teeth are 
sometimes so crowded together that 
the removal of some of them in earlv 
life becomes a necesslt.v. 
Our toes, 
once so handy when we 
swung on 
the branches of the primeval forfists, 
are also undergoing elimination, ex 
cept the great tbe, “ which 1^ of ser­ 
vice in maintaining the upright pos­ 
ture-” 
That civilization 
runs 
counter to 
natural selection Dr. Lindsay tninks 
Is evident, and he instances the mar 
riage customs, 
the 
not uncommon 
conjunction 
of 
youth 
and 
beauty 
with age wealth, for example. 
He 
also 
questions 
whether 
the 
medical profession is free from serk 
ous responsibility “ \vheii it preserves 
those whom nature has plainly mark­ 
ed out for elimination.” In spite of 
the average 
increasing 
duration of 
human life, the abatement of some 
of the worst scourges of 
the race, 
such as tuberculosis, 
typhoid fever 
and malaria, and the declining sick 
rate of benefit societies, physical de­ 
generation is. Dr. Lindsay believes, 
going on in England, and the moral 
he adduces is the profound influence 
of evolution on the race, and thé Ini- 
portance to medicine of keeping in 
view^ the great discoveries of Darwin
